Chicago hea promised a thunder 
storm yesterday. It got it. A tornado also 
was bound for the city, says Forecaster Cox, 
but it missed connections somewhere and 
to arrive, 
A score or more people were injured and 


perhaps fifty ‘houses were struck by light- 


ning. One woman may die of her hurts. A 
valuable racehorse was killed. Basements 
in the down-town district were flooded, the 


| restaurants being the heaviest sufferers. 


Shortly before 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
somebody pulled the bottom out of the dense 
clouds that hung over the city, and an hour 
later men and women were wading around 
in basements in water up to their knees. In 
less than an hour .92 of an inch of rain fell. 
It was one of the heaviest precipitations ever 
crowded into so short a space of time in the 
vicinity of Chicago. 

Lightning of blinding brightness and thun- 
der that dulled the ear accompanied the rain.

Eloff, Granddaughter of 
President Kruger, Marries One of 
the Europeans Who Fought to Save 
the Independence of the Transvaal 
~Bride and Groom Will Visit the 

_ United States to Lecture for the Boer

PARIS, June 5.—A romance of the Trans- 
vaal war culminated today at noon in Brus- 


_ 8els with the marriage of Colonel Richardi, 


a volunteer officer in the Boer army, and 
Miss Guttmann Joubert, ntece of the late 
General Joubert and a sister of Mme. Eloff, 
the granddaughter of President Kruger. 


President Kruger was represented by Dr. 


Heymanns, who, with Mr. Bredell, served as 
tre bride's witnesses. The groom’s wit- 
nesses were the Chevalier Cimino and Dr. 
Louis Van Neck. The ceremony was per- 
formed by the Burgomaster of Iserbeck, one 


ot the districts of Brussels, and took place in 


the city hall. The bride, who entered on 
Mr. Bloff’s arm, wore a white satin gown cov- / 


ered with rich Brussels lace. The ceremony 


was simple. The Burgomaster declared that 


| he was proud to unite a hero of the Trans- 
vaal with a daughter of the republic he had 


served so well, and presented the marriage 

certificate tied with the Boer colors. | 
Only the immediate members of President 

Kruger’s family were present. as on account 


of the war Kruger wanted no display. The | 


guests were limited to twenty,.and were 
served with luncheon, The couple left for 
Norway. 

After the wedding tour Colonel Richardi 
and his bride will sail for the United States 
in the interest of the Boer cause. 


‘ Will Lecture in America. 
* attended the wedding and had a personal 


interview with Colonel Richardi, who said: 


„As it was improbable that President 
Kruger would be able to go to America, it has 
been decided that I shall go on a lecture tour 


of the principal cities of the United States in |. 


the interests of the Boer propoganda, and 
particularly to secure ald for Boer widows 
and orphans: It was also planned that Mme. 
Botha should go with me. One thousand 
dollars a night\was offered her by an Amer- 
ican manager, but Mme. Botha declined. . I 
will go alone with my wife.”’ 

President Kruger is eagerly anticipating 
the arrival of Mme. Botha, who is now ex- 
pected dally. She will bring the first reliabie 
news of the general in the 
Vaal.

Washington, D. C., June 5.—[Special.J]— 
For the first time since her return from San 
Francsico, Mrs. McKinley has had a really 
favorable day. She has gained a little 
strength and, with good weather and no 
serious relapse, it ig believed she will con- 
tinue to improve. Mrs. Me Kinley rested well 
last night and today. When Dr. Rixey left 
the White House tonight he was encour- 
aged. Though no great change for the better 
is apparent, her improvement was such as to 
give the President and Mrs. McKinley's 
friends some basis for hope.

WORK TO COMMENCE AT ONCE ON 
NEW STRUCTURE. * 


Dr. F. W. Gunsaulus Accepts Again the 
Presidency: Which He Resigned a 
Year Ago—Enlargement to Be Made 
by Widow of Founder Outside of Re- 
cent Increase in Endowment—Plans 
to Be Adopted This Week for Com- 


Work will begin immediately on the first 
of the new buildings of the Armour Institute 
of Technology. These buildings will be the 
gifts of Mrs. P. D. Armour dr., entirely 
arate from the latest endowment of 2 
000. The first structure will be on the lines 
asked for by Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, who 
formally accepted the position of President 
of the institute yesterday. In making his 
decision to resume the place he left a year 
ago Dr. Gunsaulus declined’ an excellent 
position that was offered him in a New York 
make public. 

Follow Mrs. Armour’s Wishes. 

The early start on the work of construction 
is made in accordance with the wishes of 
Mrs. Armour, who desires to see the first 
structure finished as speedily as possible. 
‘She’ announced to the trustees and officers 
of the institute yesterday that the pians must 
be drawn up with all haste. Next week the 
work of razing the buildings on the site of 
the new structure, across the street to the 
north from the present building, will be un- 
dertaken. If nothing hinders the workmen 
the building will be ready for occupancy by 
September, when the fall term of school 
opens. | 

The new structure will be exclusively a 
shop building, and, according to the present 
intentions, will occupy a space 67x98 feet. 
The height will probably be four stories. 
Like the present Armour building, the new 


roof. The exterior will offer but little adorn- 
ment, but on the inside the appointments 
will be the best that can be devised. 


Few Financial Reservations. 
officers of the institute are not ham- 
red by restrictions in a financial way. It 
was the expectation when the first plans 
were made for the new shop building that 
anywhere from $50,000 to $100,000 would be 
expended in making the best possible quar- 
ters for the students in their shop work. It 
is now thought that the larger amount will - 
be expended by Mrs. Armour in erecting and 
equipping the building. - 

Withing the next few days a decision will 
be made in regard to the appointment of the 
shops in the building, in order that the plans 
may be drawn up and approved before 
Trustee John C. Black goes to Europe next 
week. It is now definitely known that the 
new structure will. contain the machine shop, 
wood shop, foundry, and forge shop. In 
connection with each shop will be a demon- 
stration-room, fitted with apparatus by the 
means of which the professors may be able 
to explain to classes special points in the 
work. Ventilating and heating in the bulld- 
ing will de by hot blasts. | 


New Era for the Institute. . 


President Gunsaulus and the officers of the 
institute expect, through the increased fa- 
cilities for shop work in the institute, toenter 
upon a new phase of engineering work. Hith- 
erto the shops have been regarded largely as 
an engineering adjunct, but the intention is 
now to put them on a higher educational 
plane and make them furnish a greater part 
of the attainments of the finished engineer. 
Work that will be conducted by means of the 
equipment in the new shops will train young 
men in the designing of shops, the placing of 
machine driven tools, and the management 
of shops. | 

Wood Shop on Top Floor. 

The wood shop, where wood turning and 
pattern making is done, will be located on the 
top floor of the new building. If possible the 
foundry will be given a location where over- 
head light can be secured also, It is likely 
that this department will be housed in a one- 
story wing of the main building, which can 
be covered with a roof made mostly of glass, 
In the forge shops will be steam hammers, 
heating and tempering furnaces, and forges 
with down drafts, to the exclusion of over- 
head piping. 

The new boilers will be equipped with me- 
chanical draft to get rid of smoke. It has 
been a source of much worry on the part of 
the smoke inspector that the smoke from 
the Armour Institute has been more annoy- 
ing than from many of the manufacturing 
plants.

DEADLY WORK OP 


. CRAZED BY LIQUOR, TRIES 
TO WIPE OUT FAMILY. 


Child Murdered, Wite Wounded Fatal- 
Iv, and Mother Shot—Six Others Are 
Fired At, but Not Hurt--Brother-in- 
Law Stops Career of Crime by 
Charge of Lead—Beaverton, Mich., 
Slayer Taken te Another | to 

‘Prevent Lynching. 


Beaverton, Mich., June 5.~[Special.}— 
“William Arnell Jr., proprietor of the Com- 
mercial House, this morning while insane 
from liquor shot and killed his 4-year-old 
daughter Rea, fatally wounded his wife, shot 
his mother, Mrs. William Arnell, in the arm, 
and also fired a bullet at his sister, Mabel, 
and at another sister, Mrs. Samuel Dopp, 
but failed to hit them. He wounded his 
brother Frank in the arm. 2 . 

Samuel Dopp secured a shotgun and 
wounded the murderer, but not seriously. 
Arnell was captured and hurried to the 
county jail at Gladwin, eleven miles distant. 
The excitement was intense, and the man 
probably would have been lynched but for 
the prompt action of the officers in taking 
him out of the village. 

After his arrest Arnell recovered his reason 
and declared he knew naught of his. series 
of crimes. 

There was rently no motive for 
deed, except that Arnell was insane fro 
liquor. He had been on a spree for a week. 


Little Girl Hides Under a Bed. 


Arnell returned home at 10 o'clock t 
morning and went. up-stairs. His little 
daughter Rea heard him mins and hid 
under the bed, The father peered under 
and, catching sight of her, deliberately fired 
a bullet into her body, killing her. 

Mrs. Arnell, hearing the shot, ran to find 
what had happened to Rea, when the hus- 
band met her and shot her in the head, in- 
flicting a fatal wound. 

The mother, Mrs. William Arnell, who has 
been a victim of paralysis for years, was 
sitting helplessly in her chair when Arnell 
saw her. He flred at her. The bullet struck 
the aged woman in the arm, inflicting a 
painful but not serious wound. 

Arnell went into the street; where he met 
his sister Mabel, and firedather. Mrs. Sam- 
uel Dopp, another sister, was the next ob- 
ject of his wrath, and he shot at her, too, but 
neither bullet took effect and the women 
fied. 

Stopped by a Charge of Shot. 

Arnell's brother. Frank, and Sam Dopp 
heard the shots and hurried to the scene. 
Frank tried to stop the murderer, and was 
wounded im the arm by a bullet fired by 
Arnell. Dopp got a shotgun, and, when it 
became evident that the madman would not 
desist Fo long as the ammunition held out, 
shot. The charge took effect in Arnell’s 
head, and he fell. 

Arnell came to this village with his father 
and brother several years ago from the 
southern part of the State. Their means 
were limited, and Arnell soon acquired a 

reputation as a man who was handy with 
his gun and fists.”’ 

Recently he had been out on bail for shoot- 
ing a man in the Commercial House last 
winter, and drank heavily, evidently brood- 
ing over his coming trial. He spoke frequent- 
"ly and bittefly about ft. 

Arnell loved his little daughter, and kept a 
life-sized picture of her in the Commercial 
House. He also was fond of the other mem 
bers of his family.

Hogs—Heavy, 
WEEKLY WOOL MARKET REPORT 


General Review of Situation in All 
Grades of Raw and Manufacturing 
Woolens at Centers of Trade. 


BOSTON, Mass., June 5.—The. 
Wool and Cotton Reporter will say of the 
wool trade tomorrow: While the wool mar- 
ket is still quiet, the demand shows some 
tendency to expand. A few fairly sizeable 
lines have been moved, it is reported, but 
most of the business still consists of moderate 
sized lots. The outlook for a good volume 
of business is considered more encouraging, 
however, by careful observers, who state 
that. they would not be surprised to see a 
fairly good trade in progress during the 
course of the next few weeks. The trend of 
the goods market is still towards an improve- 
ment, though as yet the volume of business 
is not largely increased, but a number of man- 
ufacturers report that they have received 
more orders, and many of those who come 
into the market look more hopeful and talk 
more encouragingly, especially of the dress 
goods people and makers of some lines of 
men's wear woolens. As far as prices are 
concerned, however, there is certainly no im- 
provement to be noted. The pressure exert- 
ed by the South American wools has resulted 
tn lowering prices for good domestic quarter- 
bloods to a 200 basis, and all lines of medium 
and low wools are in buyers’ favor. Holders 
of new Territory wools who paid for them 
the equivalent of 40c clean, landed, are ask- 
ing prices ranging anywhere from e to 450 
clean, which consumers will not pay unless 
the wools are fine or run largely to staple. 
Eastern houses are still buying in the West, 
especially in Wyoming, although the activity 
in the interior is not as pronounced as it was. 
The sales for the week in Boston amounted 
to 3,435,000 Ibs domestic and 856,000 Ibs for- 
eign, making à total of 3,785,000 Ibs, against a

BAD WEATHER FOR CROPS. 


REPORTED IN ALL PARTS. 


Growth ef Grain, Cotton, Vegetables, 
and Fruit Slow as a Result of the: 
Cold Weather—Week Unfavorable 

tor Corn—Planting Delayed in Many 
Sections of the Country—Wheat 

‘Resting and Damage from Fiy Is 
Serious—Officital Statements. : 


Washington, D. C., June 5.—[Special. ]—Ac 
cording to the official crop report prepared 
by James Berry, chief of the Climate end 
Crop division of the Department of Agticul- 
ture, a practically entire absenceof rain over 
a large part of the Missouri and upper Mis- 
sissippi Valleys has intensified the drought 
conditions. previously existing in these dis- 
triots, while the greater part of the regiohex- 
tending from the east gulf coast to the lower 
lake region and New Dntland suffered fur+ 
ther from excessive rains. 

The week has been abnormally cool. to the 
eastward of the Mississippi River and in the 
west gulf States, with frosts in the central 
Rocky Mountain districts, upper lake region, 
Kansas, and Oklahoma, causing little or no 
damage except in northern Wisconsin, while 
temperatures much above the average’ pre- 
vailed in the upper Missouri and Red River 
of the North Valleys. The northern Rocky 
Mountain and Pacific coast districts expert- 
enced a favorable week. 1 


Unfavorable for Corn. | 

On the whole, the week was unfavorable to 
corn, which, owing to low temperatures, 
made slow growth throughout the principal 
corn States, damage by cutworms being en. 
tensively reported. In the Southern States 
further improvement in the condition of the. 
crop is reported generally. Planting has 
been much retarded over the northern portion 
of the middle Atlantic States and New Enug- 
land on account of cool, wet weather. 

In the States of the lower Missouri Val- 
ley winter wheat has suffered further from 
drought, and damage from fiy is more ex- 
tensively reported throughout the winter 
wheat belt, the most marked deterioration 
being shown in the reports from Missouri. 
Harvesting has begun as farth north as 
Arkansas. 

Spring wheat is generally in need of rain 
throughout the spring wheat region, spe- 
cially in the Dakotas. 

The crop has, however, made fair progress 
in portions of the Dakotas, and notwith- 
standing the dry weather in Minnesota made 
good growth. — 

Rain Needed in Many Sections. 

In the States of the Missouri and upper Mis- 
sissippi Valleys, especially in the former, the 
oat crop is much in need of rain. In the upper 
Ohio Valley and Tennessee the condition of 
the crop is improved. Harvesting continues 
in the Southern States. 

Cotton has made slow growth’ generally 
throughout the cotton belt and is suffering 
for cultivation in the eastern and over por- 
tions of the central districts. Warmth and, 
in the eastern districts, dry weather le gen- 
erally needed for cotton, 0

An act of the Massachusetts Legislature 
limited to ninety feet the height of buildings 
—sculptural ornaments not included—in 
Copley square. The object was to prevent 
the erection of a skyscraper where it 
would mar the architectural effect of a 
group of beautiful buildings, including the 
Art Museum, Trinity Church, the New 
South Church, and the Institute of Tech- 
nology. Notwithstanding this law, an office 
building called Westminster Chambers was 
erected in Copley square, It was carried 
up to the height of ninety-six feet. After 


Court decided that the six feet in excess of 
e legal height must be removed by Oetober 
The owners of the building allege that an 
attempt is being made to deprive them of 
property without due process of law, which 
is forbidden by the fourteenth amendment. 
This is the ground on which they appeal to 
the federal judiciary for relief. As pro- 
prietors of the surface, they claim that they 
own from the center of the earth to the can- 
opy of heaven, and that they cannot be de- 
prived, for esthetic or other reasons, of the 
right to improve their property to a height 
or a hundred or more feet from the ground 
if they ses dt to do %.

Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor. declared aft- 
er he had visited the plant that “if all em- 
ployers would follow the methods here 
adopted there would be few strikes im this 
country. Joseph Jefferson, the actor, in 
an address to the 2.000 employés, waxed elo-

articles this factory has been held up as an 

example to other manufacturers of what 

may be accomplished in the way of bringing 

capital and labor into harmony. f 

But now for more than a month the doors 
of the model factory of the world have 
been. closed by a combination strike and 
lockout. Just as before the plant was prom- 
nent as an examiple of industrial har- 
mony,” now ft is conspicuous because of the 
bitterness of feeling which the situation has 
developed. All he fine phrases about com- 
munity of interests ang,“ mutual respon- 
sibility based on mutual respect seem to 
have been forgotten, and both sides have ap- 
parently settled down to what promises to 
be an exceedingly long and bitter contest. 

In many respects, and especially to the 
student of industrial methods, the strike in 
this factory is the most interesting which 
has taken place im years. 

The employers feel, of course, that their 
employés, to secure whose comfort and ad- 
vance whose well-being they have spent 
many thousands of dollars, are guilty of rank 
ingratitude. 

The men, or at least that portion of them 
@irectly involved in the strike which precipi- 
tated the lockout, declare that the company, 
in spite of its professed’ advocacy of the 
rights of labor, has always been at heart op- 
posed to the formation of labor unfons, and 
has only recognized Organized labor under 
protest and to prevent serious trouble. 

The employers say, in effect: * Look at 
the great privileges we have given you.” | 

“ Yes,” answer the men; “ we know *

have given us many privileges and we appre- 
ciate them. But we value even more highly 
our rights, and the first of these rights we 
nold to be the right of organization."

Both sides declare they are fighting for a 
principle. In the meantime the factory doors 
are tightly closed and the community misses 
the $30,000 which is the weekly pay roll of 
the factory when running on full time. 


There can be no question that more has 
been done at this factory of the National 
Cash Register company to secure the com- 
fort of the employés than at any other simi- 
jar institution in the country. 

All the buildings are splendidly Nghted and 
inside and out are kept as clean as the most. 
careful housewife could desire. The grounds | 
about the buildings have been beautifully 
parked and are gay with flowers and shrub- 
bery. No city park has better care or more 
expert attention than these factory grounds 


ve. 
Across the streets from the factory bulld - 
ings are workingmen’s cottages, set in trees 
and vines, each house and lot a model of its 
kind. It was of these streets that Olm- 
sted, the landscape gardener, declared to be 
the most beautiful street in the world, 
when the cost of the houses and the size of 
the lots are considered.“ Where the average 
factory worker looks out upon dirty and un- 
kempt yards and rubbish heaps, the eyes of | 
the people employed in this plant are glad - 
dened, whichever way they may chance to 
look, by stretches of velvet turf, broken and 
brightened by flowering shrubs and vines. 
Inside the factory the walls are hung with 
pictures, and here and there through the 
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pots of growing 
palms. In the women's departments there 
are even rugs on the floor, and white aprons 
and sleeves are furnished and kept clean at 
the cost of the company. ’ 

For the use of the several hundred women 
employés a pretty lunchroom has been fitted 
up, where at many small tables tea or coffee 
and soup are furnished free by the company,” 
the employés supplying what else they may 
wish to eat. 

For the men large shower baths have been 
built, where soap, towels, and hot and cold 
water are supplied. Twice a week during 
the summer and once in the winter the men 
are allowed twenty minutes of the com- 
pany’s time in which to take baths, and they 
are free to use the bathrooms outside ot 
working hours. For the women separate 
bathrooms have been constructed. 

Across the street from the main building 
a little house has been fitted up as a center 
for what is practically settlement-house 
work among the factory people. It is in 


nection with it are conducted a kindergarten, 
a sewing school, a girls’ club, a s’ club, 
and a host of other similar organizations, 
numbering in all more than fifty. 

Good wages are paid in all parts of the fac- 
tory, and of its own motion the company has 
reduced the hours of work for the men from 
ten to nine and one-half hours, with ten 
hours’ pay, while the women work only about 
eight hours, with ten hours’ pay. Theintro- 
duction of plecework into many departments 
of the factory has made some modifications in 
this arrangement, the amount earned by 
many operators now depending upon their 
individual effort, irrespective of the hours 
worked. | 

This description by no means covers all the 
methods adopted by the company in dealing 
with its employés, though it illustrates fairly 
the genera! principles involved.

- knighthood which is to be devoted to 
the ition and reward of those 
who by their services to trade, indus- 
try, and agriculture have promoted the pros- 
perity and welfare of the commonwealth. 
The only decoration that in any way has an 
analogy thereto is the French order of 
“Merite Agricole (agricultural merit), and 
which is conferred exclusively upon those 
landowners, farmers, peasants, grain mer- 
chants, etc., who have distinguished them- 
selves in the way of fostering French - 
culture. 3 
The new Italian order, however, takes in 
not only agriculture but trade and industry 
as well, and by its title and motto indicates 
that in its institution the King has had at 
heart the interests more especially of the 
working classes, For it is called the labor 
order,“ and the inscription on the handsome 
cross of gold and green enamel, worn with 
a green-bordered red ribbon, is Al Merito 
del Lavoro, 1901 (which may be roughly 
translated as for the merit of labor ).

Sight has been lost of the important fact 
that at the end of the present year the term 
for which Prince George of Greece was ap- 
pointed Governor General and High Com- 
missioner of Crete comes to an end and that 
so far no arrangements have been made for 
the continuance of the office, which the 
Prince holds not from the Sultan, who is, 
strictly speaking, the sovereign of the island, 
but from the great powers—that is, the so 
called concert of Europe.“ 

It is reported, however, a the latter is 
in favor of continuing Prince ge as Gov- 
ernor General], But it is a question whether 
he will consent to undertake the task. For 
he is a Prince who is fond of company and of 
the pleasures of life, and by no means rel- 
ishes the virtual exile from all his favorite 
haunts which the Governor Generalship en- 
tails. In Crete there is no society, and he 
leads a solitary life there, the only company 
which he has being that of the officers of 
his. household. . 

Moreover, the powers have imposed upon 
him a difficult situation. Out of considera- 
tion for the Sultan’s rights to the sovereign- 
ty of the island they have sternly set their 
face against its annéxation to Greece, inti- 
mating that they will allow Turkey once 
more to wreak vengeance upon both Greece 
and Crete if any such thing is attempted. 
On the other hand, they have saddled Prince 
George with an electoral Assembly pos- 
sessed of the powers of a national legisla- 
ture, to the wishes of which he is obliged 
by the terms of the Cretan constitution to 
defer. Now, this Parliament is unanimously 
in favor of the union of the island to Greece: 
and all Prince George's efforts are devoted 
to keeping the legislature under prudent re- 
straint and to prevent it from voting the 
annexation of the island to the kingdom of 
his father, King George. We 
A recent occurrence in the island shows 
that the Prince’s task in this respect is one 
of much difficulty. His Minister of Foreign 
Affairs and of Justice, M. Venezelos, one 
of the most highly respected and influeritial 
men in the island, lately suggested in the 
course.of a public speech that as there ap- 
peared to be no reasonable prospect of 
Greece's taking any steps towards the an- 
nexation of Crete, the Cretans themselves 
should set to work to bring about this de- 
sired result.

mitted to more competent hands than mine. 
Fer this purpose I have waded through 
county histories, peerages, chartularies, and 
other volumes whieh are scarcely lively read- 
ing. From the great number of names of 
which I attempt to give an account small 
space must’ necessarily be given to each. 
But I feel a pant when I read of the ex- 
tinction of a great Name, gray with the hoar 
of innumerable ages, and when I reflect that 
any scoundrel who has made money any- 
how may assume this hitherto untainted 
name, adept an old family’s coat of arms, 
and drag it through the dirt all over the 
world. Still more lamentable is the belief 
now taking root among us that money stands 
in lieu of everything else, and that the 
transmitted splendor of a venerated name 
or honors gained on the field or at the coun- 
cil board weigh but lightly in the scales, 
which is so easily turned by gold.“ ae 

The so called Roll of Battle Abbey 
comprised the muster roll of the Norman 
knights who accompanied William the Con- 
queror from Fran¢e: It was called over on 
the field of the memprable battle of Hastings, 
the day after it was fought, to see who had 
survived. For those who had fallen Battle 
Abbey was founded, so that its monks should 
perpetually pray for their souls. 6 

After. William the Conqueror’s death the 
roll, which he intended to leave as an indis- 
putable evidence for all time of the authen- 
ticity of the Norman chiefs who accom- 
panied him to England. suffered strange in- 
dignities at the hands of dishonest monks 
and abbots. As time went on it became more 
and more an object of ambition to own an 
ancestor who had come over wtih the Con- 
queror, and monks were always found will- 
ing to insert the names of a liberal applicant. 

The Duchess, who for the last forty years 
of her life made Battle Abbey her home, 
devoted herself to the reconstruction of the 
original muster roll ‘of William the Con- 
queror, before defiled by the monkish for- 
geries. And by diligent research she suc- 
ceeded in her self-imposed task, so that 
today her Battle Abbey Roll is the only 
authentic roll in existence, all others 
being, as Professor Freeman declares, 
transparent fiction ’ and “ disgusting for- 
ry 


It is scarcely necessary to add that not 
one-tenth of the names mentioned in Burke's 
‘Peerage as descended from knights of Wil 
jam the Conqueror are to be found in the 
three big volumes of the late Duchess’ work, 
least of all that mythical Hugh. de Bresci 
from whom Lord Brassey, the near neigh- 
bor of the Duchess at Battle Abbey (but not 
her friend), pretentis to be descended. Many 
people, like Lord Brassey, will breathe 
easier now that the old Duchess has at 
length gone to her last rest.

April Report | shows 1,121 Cases 


Against 664 in March—Chief O'Neill 


to Police Activity. 


City ROE Grosser startled some of 
the students of sociology yesterday by re- 
porting that 1,121 women had been arrested 
by the police during the month of April, as 
compared with 850 in the month of January, 
646 in February, and 664 in March. The 
striking increase in the number of arrests 
indicated to some that women were growing 
worse, and that things were coming to a 
pretty pass in Chicago, but Chief of Police 
O'Neill explained the whole matter with the 
brief sentence: 

The police ie becoming better; the 

éxplanation will relieve the 


women no worse.“ 

Chief O'Neill's 
fears of those who failed to recollect that the 
police have been waging a crusade on the 
basement saloons and other haunts of un- 
fortunate women, and that the campaign is 
still in vogue under his administration. 

It is not a pleasant subject to discuss,“ 
said the Chief, but U is the truth that the 
large increase in the number of arrests of 
women is due to the efforts of the Police de- 
partment to drive depraved women from the 
business section of the city. The figures of 
the statistician simply indicate that the po- 
lice have been husy.“ 3 


\ Miss Ada C. Sweet refused to accept the 


statistics as p that her sex was retro- 
grading. She laughed at the thought that 
women were growing any worse morally. 
Those figures are nothing more than evi- 
dence that a spasm of virtue swept over the 
city about election time, said Miss Sweet, 
“and that the police, instead of levying 
blackmail on unfortunate women, arrested 
them according to their orders.“ 
Why. women are growing better every 
day, said Mrs. Laura Dainty Pelham of 
Hull House.. “ There must be some social or 
economic condition at fault to cause this 
large increase in the number of arrests. It 
cannot be the fault of inherent wickedness 
among women.) 
Those figures certainly look like damag- 
ing testimony,’ said Dr. Sarah Hackett 
Stevenson, “ but they cannot be relied on to 
indicate anything relating to the true con- 
ditions. It is posible that there are a large 
percentage of ‘repeaters’ among the total 
‘number of arrests. It has been my belief,
